Discouragement Disappears When God Be- 
gins to Talk. 


Every child of God has ex- 
periences peculiar to himself. 
There was only one Moses, only 
one Joshua, only one Elijah, and 
only one Elisha, and God had 
different ways to make known 
to them His wishes and their! 
duty in’service.. He talked to! 
Moses face to face, and wheth-! 
er ‘He talked to Joshua as He 
did to Moses or not, Joshua un- 
derstood Him just as. well. 
Joshua knew that God told him 
to go across the Jordan river 
and lead the mighty host of 
men, women and children with 
him just 4s well as Moses knew 
to start with the Children of 
Israel from Egypt at first. 

Elijah had his way of un- 
derstanding God also. He knew 
to go to the brook during the

famine where the ravens would 
drop the bread and meat for 
him, and he also knew God told, 
him to leave the brook dwelling , 
and go over to the home of the| 
widow where he would have} 
bread and water till the famine | 
was over. And when he fled} 
from Jezebel and went off into| 
the wilderness and lay down un- 
der a juniper tree wishing that 
he might die, he knew when 
God spoke to him and told him 
to go forth and stand upon the 
mount. There was no question 
about it and he went. He wag 
sure it was God talking to him. 
But in a few moments a mighty 
wind swept by, then came an 
earthquake, and after this a fire, 
but he was made to know that 
God was not in the wind, nor 
earthquake nor fire. But listen! 
About the time of the highest 
excitement came a still small 
voice and this was God begin- 
ning to talk to him. Elijah heard 
it and knew it was God. Then 
followed a _ conversation be- 
tween God and Elijah in which 
they understood each other. 

Now, I do not know. how God 
spoke except by the still small 
voice. I do not know whether 
any one standing by could have 
heard it or not, but the reading 
indicates that the conversation 
could have been understood by 
others.. At any rate we have 
the conversation recorded and 
we can read it now after it was 
spoken so long ago. This is 
wonderful! God actually talk- 
ing with a man and His own 
words recorded so we can read 
them. Words direct from the 
mouth of God. “What doest 
thou here Elijah?” And just now 
as I read these words a peculiar 
sacredness steals over me. 
Reading God’s own words! 
These words came: from : His 
own mouth and kept alive. until 
now! And really they are alive 
or this sacredness_surely would 
not creep upon me like some- 
thing alive and moving. 

This heart to heart-talk with 
God was necessary both for 
Elijah’s good and God’s cause. 
God must have a man for ser- 
vice, and He must have him 
right then. Elijah was His man. 
And when the message was de- 
livered Elijah fully understood 
what to do. He was not left in 
any uncertainty. God had told 
him and he knew. I have seen 
a lightning express train roli up 
to the station and off jumped 
the conductor and engineer and 
hastened to the window and in 
a few moments the telegraph 
operator handed each of them 
a bit of paper and back they 
went to their train—the engi- 
neer to his engine, the conduc- 
tor to his coach. There was 





between the two, but each had 


received instructions and by fol- 
lowing those instructions they 


could’ run their train safely 
through to the next place for 
receiving orders. How much 


was this like Elijah’s orders! 
“Go, return on thy way to 
the wilderness of Damascus: 
and when thou comest, anoint 
Hazael to be king over Syria: 
and Jehu the son of Nimshi 
shalt thou anoint to be king 


over Israel: and Elisha the son} 


of Shaphat of Abelmeholah 
shalt thou anoint to be prophet 
in thy room.” There is the mes- 
These were the orders he 
was to follow. He did so and 
the result was just like God had 
told him. He could pass three 
stations without receiving any 
more orders. And it is not re- 
corded that Elijah reasoned that 
God had given him a hard task 
and he was not able for it. No, 
he knew his duty when God told 
him and off he went to perform 
it without a word just like the 
conductor and engineer. 

- Here is wisdom. Here is 
obedience. Why not apply it to 
our day? Why not get the mes- 
sage and obey. without any par- 
ley or hesitation? Is it not writ- 
ten out plainly for us? “God, 
who at sundry times and in div- 
ers manners spake in time past 
unto the fathers by the proph- 
ets, hath in these last days spok- 
en unto us by his son.” (Heb. 1: 
1,2) If this is true and His mes- 
sage is written down and now 
before us, why hesitate to obey? 
Why will sinners not repent 
when God’s message to them 
through His son is so plain? 
Why do believers hesitate to fol- 
low into sanctification and the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
fire? Why do they wait and 
wonder and argue and parley 
about washing one another’s 
feet? 

“Why tarriest thou?” said 
Ananias to Saul, when he was 
converted, “Arise, and be bap- 
tized, and wash away thy sins, 
calling on the name of the 
Lord.” This was enough for that 
new convert. He did not parley 
about what people. would say. 
He raised no question about 
the mode. He did not say, Let 
me study about it a few days, 
I may want to consult my wife 
or my friends and see what they 
think about it. No, but, “forth- 
with, and arose, and was bap- 
tized.” That was quick work 
for Paul. And after he once 
started this way nothing could 
turn him. He went in for all 
there was to it and did great 
things for God. God gave him 
orders and he “was not disobe- 
dient unto the heavenly vision. 
But shewed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, 
and throughout all the coasts of 
Judea, and then to the Gentiles, 
that they should repent and 
turn to God, and do works meet 
for repentance.” This was his 
way of doing things in the gos- 
pel dispensation. 

Whether the conversation is 
carrie@ on with a still small 
voice or otherwise heart to 
heart talks with God are neces- 
sary in the Christian life. With- 
ovt these close confidential 
talks with the Lord our souls 
will grow lean and become swiv- 
eled up and the joys will turn 
to sadness. A little girl started 
to say her prayers just as she 
was retiring for the night.

ships, once told me, “The Lord| 
don’t talk to me in the last few! 
days.” And I can see the flash| 
of his eyes and the movement} 
of his head yet as I look back} 
over twenty-seven years, when 
he made this statement. ‘“T 
must hear His voice again,” he 
continued. “I must pray, it is 
true, but I cannot be happy un- 
less God talks back to me.” He 
went off for secret prayer. I 
think it was two or three days 
before he got the answer he 
craved, but when it came it! 
brought happiness to his soul, 
and his face shone with bright- 
ness. Evidently God was only 
trying him because he was very 
conscientious and sincere in ev- 
erything he did and, knowing 
him as I did, it never entered my 
mind that he wag disobedient 
or backslidden. eople are not 
always backslidden when Gad 
seems to hide His face from 
them and does not pour rich 
blessings upon them. The rain 
does not pour down upon the 
earth all the time, neither do 
the flowers bloom constantly. 
Many of the fruit trees are per- 
fectly bare with no fruit .or fo- 
liage for months at a time. But 
they are not dead. The same 
reasoning is applied to Chris- 
tians. They do not talk in 
other tongues all the time and 
they do not shout in every ser- 
vice. But they are not always 
backslidden when they remain 
quiet for a season. But there 
is one thing that must never be 
neglected—heart to heart talks 
with God must never cease. 
Now, beloved, keep in close 
touch with God and keep your 
experience brightened up so 
‘that, should He call you for ser- 
vice, you will be fresh and rested

THE NEED OF THE) 
BIBLE SCHOOL

After spending six months in the 
Church of God Bible Tra:ning School 
at Cleveland, Tenn., I feel impressed 
to give it a boost through the Evan- 
gel from a Bible standpoint. 

There are many people who do not 
believe in going to school to study 
for the ministry. They say, “Open 
your mouth and let the Lord fill it.” 
Yes, that is good, for without the help 
of the Lord we would be failures. I 
notice, however, that a good many of 
these people who depend altogether 
on the Lord to fill their mouths, gen- 
erally tell the same old thing over 
and over. If the Lord were filling 
their mouths all the time He would 
sometimes put new things in their 
mouths, 

Some say the Holy Ghost will teach 
you all things. That is also good, and 
without this great teacher we would. 
not get very far, but before He will 
teach us we must give Him a chance. 
WhenI was in the Bible School, the 
Holy Ghost was our greatest teacher. 
Every morning we would kneel in 
prayer and ask God for wisdom and 
knowledge and that He would lead us 
into the deep things of God’s Word. 
Ater doing all this we did not sit 
down on the stool of do nothing and 
say, “Lord, you have promised to give 
us wisdom.” No, we had obeyed the 
Word thus far and we thought it best 











to continue to obey, so we would go 
to our desks and do as Paul told 
Timothy to do: “Study to shew thy- 
self approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.” 
2 Tim. 2:15. 

Timothy was a great man of God 
and full of the Holy Ghost and had 
known the Holy Scriptures from a 
child, but still Paul could see the 
need of him studying God’s Word 
that God’s approval might be on his 
work, 


Some people get it into their minds 
that if they study a subject -before' 
they preach on it that God will not 
bless them and it will not amount to 
anything after it is preached. Now, 
if you have this idéa, just stop and 
think a minute and let the Bible 
change your mind. The Bible says 
study. Why study? So that God’s 
approval may be on your work. We 
cannot live up to all the Bible with- 
out studying. 


Another great thing that studying 
will do it will keep us from being 
ashamed to preach God’s Word. There 
is hardly anythiffg more embarrassing 
than to be before a congregation of 
intelligent people and not know any- 
thing to say. Were you ever caught 
in this k'nd of a trap and wondered 
why the Lord did not fill your mouth? 
You had not obeyed the Word where 
it says, “Study to shew thyself ap- 
Eroved unto God.” 


The Word also says, “rightly divid- 
ing the word of truth.” God’s ap- 


much if you do not rightly divide His 
Word. To be able to rightly divide 
it we must study. When I first be- 
gan to read the four gospels, Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke and John, it 
seemed to me that they crossed each 
other. I wondered about the 16th 
chapter of Mark, where Jesus gave 
the apostles the signs. Looking at it 
in one way made me think that He 
gave them the signs the first time He 
appeared to them, but from another 
view it seemed that they were the 
last words He ever spoke to them. 
When I came to myself I saw that it 
had to be rightly divided, and the 
way to rightly divide it was by study. 

I have tried both ways. I have 


preached on new subjects without |’ 


studying them very much; then I 
have studied subjects thoroughly be- 
fore preaching and I find that I get 
more inspiration and have God’s ap- 
proval to a greater extent when I 
have studied out my subject before 
preaching on it. The reason for this 
is that I had obeyed God’s Word.

You may say that you believe in 
studying the Bible but you don’t be- 
lieve in having a teacher. Beloved, 
the Church of God takes the whole 
Bible and the Bible says, “And God 
hath set some in. the church, first 
apostles, secondarily prophets, third- 
ly teachers.”

“In the first year of his 
reign, I Daniel understood by books 
the number of the years, whereof the 
word of the Lord came to Jeremiah 
the prophet, that he would accomplish 
seventy years in the desolations of 
Jerusalem.” Dan. 9:2. 

I have heard it said that if any one 
were called to preach they could 
preach whether they knew any Bible 
or not. They can tell what the Lord 
has done for them and may win a 
few souls that way but the time has 
come that we must give chapter and 
verse to convince the gainsayer. What 
the Church of God needs is men who 
will take Paul’s advice, “Preach the 
word; be instant in season, out of sea- 
son” 2 Tim. 4:2. But before we can 
preach the Word we must do as he 
has already said—study. 


Studying will not only help us in 
preaching but in many other ways. 
Notice what Paul told Timothy, “And 
that from a child thou hast known 
the holy Scriptures, which are able 
to make thee wise unto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ Je- 
sus.” 2 Tim. 3:15. You may never 
expect to preach but if you expect to 
live for Jesus, it would be a great 
help to you to attend the Bible 
School. It will make you wise unto 
salvation and strong in the Lord.

May we carry a picture of 
God and the glory of right living in 
His sight, that will sink deep into 
the hearts and lives of the readers. 
Sueh has been the case with me, of 
the three roses in THE FAITHFUL 
STANDARD for April. May God di- 
reet that this writing will carry the 
same message of love to others that 
the picture of the three roses did to 
ae 


I, along with other saints, was anx- 


iowsly waiting for the first copy of, 


THE FAITHFUL STANDARD to 
eome out and conscientiously expect- 
img to get something good out of it, 
se when it came I hurriedly glanced 
ever it and would have lain it down, 
as it was late at night, had not. my 
eyes caught a glimpse of the picture 
of the roses. Something began to im- 
press on my mind the meaning of this 
pieture. Why a picture of roses in a 
Church of God magazine? As my 
eyes became more and more fixed on 
the picture, I began to see the great 
glory in them and the picture of the 
triune Godhead soon began to appear. 
The presence and power of God came 
stealing over me and tears of joy, 
peace and love came from my eyes. 


When I awoke the next morning 
and locked on the picture again, the 
Lerd wonderfully blessed my soul. I 
read the magazine through and laid 
it aside for some weeks. I chanced 
to pick it up one day and my eyes 
eaught once more on that beautiful 
picture of the roses. I felt the pow- 
er of God come on me and it was 
then that I decided to write this. Per- 
haps God, in His infinite wisdom and 
goodness, may be pleased to pass 
some blessing on through this simple 
means to some sick and sorrowing 
sowl and cheer some one on their way 
to heaven, or perhaps hold up a pie- 
ture of love to some one lost in sin 
that might cause them to turn to God 
and live. 


Mere is what I see in this picture: 

At first glance I see it as a very 
perfect picture, far superior to the 
ordinary pictures found in magaz’nes 
and floral catalogues. It represents 
the most beautiful of all flowers—the 
rose—the very emblem of love as all 
will readily tell you. They are white 
which represents purity. Thus we see 
love and purity blended together per- 
fectly in nature. Then let us look 
higher. I see the three roses in a 
eluster here representing the \trinity 
of the Godhead. 


Now, let us look at number one, 
the rose in full bloom at the right and 
bottom of the picture. This repre- 
sents Christ, the Son of God. See 
Him with the bowed head and broken 
heart for lost man. Notice the petals 
unfurling and opening wide, just like 
our Christ with an open heart of love 
for humanity. Can you see Him full 
of love and sympathy for you? Do you 
see the heart bud of this flower, how 
snowy white and pure it is?—Just 
like our loving Saviour in whom there 
was no guile. And how the petals 
around this heart cluster as if they 
would draw you and me to the lov- 
ing heart of Christ with arms of love. 


Notice then the dark spot just un- 
der the bowed head and heart of th’s 
flower. Here is where I see the 
broken heart of Jesus as He looked 
on the children of men and wept. Oh, 
such love! . Yes, the Son of God wept 
over our sins. Jesus is a lovelier flow- 
er by far to me than any flower ever 
grown in earthly soil. He is the 
Lily of the valley, the bright morning 
star of my soul. 


One of the petals of this flower 
drops low and touches on the bright 
green leaves below while some parts 
of the other roses connect also, 
which fittingly represents the Father 
and the Holy Ghost. The leaves rep- 
resent the Church growing like the 
tree planted by the river of ‘waters 
whose leaf shall not wither, and no 
wonder; we can see one hand reach- 
ine down to the saints and with the 
other, clinging to the Father in our 
behalf and uniting us with the Father 
and the Holy Ghost, our Comforter. 
Methinks I can almost hear H‘m ut- 
ter that precious prayer in which He 
asked the Father to make us one. 


Next, we notice rose number two. 
This one is just above number one 
and bowed a little toward the right, 
representing a cupful of some glory 
or blessing ready to be poured out 
ever number one (Christ) to the saints 
ef the Church of God below. So this 
represents the Holy Ghost with tilted 
cup ready to pour out blessings of 
joy, peace and love on God’s saints 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Do 
you see the open petal on the right 
which unfurled soon after Christ was 
erueified and on the day of Pentecost 
was poured out with great power and 
demenstration, also many times after 
this as recorded in the Acts of the 
Apostles? 

On the other side is another petal 
unferliag toward us in these latter 
days and we hear the saints shont- 
ing and talking in tongues as on the 
day ef Pentecost.
